The  wheat  crop  in  the  39  countries 
which  have  reported  totals  3,521,439,000  "bushels  compared  with  3,627,509,000 
bushels  reported  for  the  same  countries  last  year.     In  the  23  countries  which 
have  reported  for  rye  the  production  is  placed  at  810,424,000  bushels  as 
against  976,632,000  bushels  in  19,30  for  the  same  countries.    For  detailed  wheat 
and  rye  production  figures,  see  last  weelJs  tables  on  pages  992  and  994. 

Russian  grain  pro curings  and  shipments 

pro curings  up  to  December  1  in  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  were  reported 
by  Ms.  Steere  follows:    Ukraine,  74;  North  Caucasus,  75;  Middle  Volga  region  83; 
Lower  Volga  region,  90;  'Central  Black  Soil  region  81;  Ural  region  68.    pro  curings 
in  the  important  Ukraine  district  appeared  very  slow  in  November  as  on  November  1, 
64  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  was  executed.

Weather  and  Crop  Conditions 

Europe 

Late  sowings 'in  Germany  were  reported  developing  irregularly  on  December  1, 
otherwise  crop  conditions  were  unchanged  from  November.     Qze cho s 1 o vaki a  officially 
reports  November  1  condition  of  fall  wheat  and,  rye  above  average.  Sweden's 
latest  reports  indicate  a  grain  crop  below  the  September  estimates  with  rye 
especially  unfavorable.     The  quality  of  the  wheat  crop  was  reported  good  while 
rye  was  below  last  year.     Favorable  fall  weather  was  reported  in  France ,  Italy 
and  Spain.     Trade  reports  from  Rumania  indicate  that  the  cold  weather  has  stopped 
seeding.

Europe 

Continental  wheat  markets  re  re  not  so  active  and  prices  '"ere  generally 
lower  during  the  first  week  of  December,  according  to  Mr.  'Steero.     Trading  on 
the  Netherlands  market  was  quiet;  Driees  were  lorer  with  interest  centered  in 
new  Argentine  Plate  wheats.    Activity  was.  limited  on  the  Belgium  market.  France 
reported  a  moderake  business  with  slightly  improved  prices  due  to  the  increased 
milling  quota.     C.z e cho si ovakian  mills  seemed  to  be  well  supplied  with  the  result 
that  the  reduced  inquiry  caused  a  weaker  tone  on  the  market.    Both  v/heat  and 
rye  prices  were  lower.     In  Austria  prices  continued  firm  and  offers  restricted. 
The  weekly  allotment  of  Foreign  currency  for  grain  imports  is  determined  in 
advance  by  the  hew  control  office  and  is  sub.iect  to  the  limitation  of  the  banks' 
ability  to  pay.    German  markets  were  inactive  with  low  mill  inquiry  continuing. 
The  spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  December  9  was  216  marks  per 
metric  ton  ($1.33  per  bushel  at  current  rate  of  exchange)  compared  with  221.5 
marks  ($1.4-3)  on  December  2.     The  price  of  rye  was  193.5  marks  per  metric  ton 
on  December  9  ($1.15  per  bushel)  as  compared  with  200  marks  ($1.20  per  bushel) 
on  December  2. 


Shanghai 

Shanghai  flour  mills  were  fairly  active  in  November,  according  to  a  cable 
on  December  11  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai.     Stocks  were 
quite  heavy  and  demand  in  Dairen  and  Tientsin  v:as  restricted.     Stocks  of  .wheat, 
which  were  mostly  foreign,  were  considered  heavy  and  sufficient  with  what  had 
been 'contracted  so  as  to  run  mills  until  late  in  the  winter.     Shanghai  mills 
we.-. e  said  to  be  using  a  larger  proportion  of  foreign  wheat  than  normally  for  t*"-is 
season  due  to- the  low  prices,  the  decreased  domestic  crop,  interior  trans oortak ion 
difficulties  and  increased,  demand  in  other  parts  of  Chin;', 

Imports  of  wheat  for  October  were  reported;     Australia,  3,569,000  bushels; 
United  States,  1,085,000;  Canada,  349,000;" and  Russia,  276,000  bushels.  Little 
more  Russian -wheat  is  e:,cpected,  Mr.  Dawson  states.     Interest  centers  chiefly 
in  Australian  wheat  because  of  the  favorable  price  which  is  far  below  American 
quotations.    Imports  to  date  have  been  much  above  those  for  the  same  period  last 
year  but  the  trade  seems  doubtful  if  the  crop  year  will  show  an  increase  over 
last  year's  record  imports  of  27,000,000  bushels. 


Wheat  prices,  c.i.f.  Shanghai  were:     Victorian  and  south  Australian,- 
in  bags,  for  February  and  March  shipment  53  cent'  per  bushel,  bulk  cargo. 53 
cents  per  bushel;  Canadian  No.  3,  55  cents;  American  western  white  56  cents; 
Chinese  spot  49  cents,  January  51  cents.     Chinese  flour  was  quoted  at  60  cents 
per  bag  of  49  pounds  and  for  January  61  cents. 
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Tientsin 

The  fighting  which  broke  out  at  Tientsin  on  the  nights  of  November  8 
and  9,  and  continued  intermittently  throughout  the  reminder  of  the  month, 
curtailed  .trade  in  all  commodities,  according  to  a  cable  on  December  14 
from  Consul  General  Lockhart  at  Tientsin.     Clearances  of  flour  as  well  as 
other  commodities  through  the  customs  were  very  slow  as  the  condition  of 
the  local  market  did  not  permit  importers  to  realise  funds  through  the  banks 
with  which  to  clear  their  shipments.     Clearances  of  import  wheat  and  flour 
from  abroad  through  the  Tientsin  customs  during  the  month  of  November  fell 
to  27,500  barrels,  the  lowest  quantity  for  any  month  since  February,  1927. 

Arrivals  of  wheat  flour  during  November  totaled  approximately  225,000 
barrels  of  which  37,500  were  from  the  United  States,  30,000  from  Japan,  and 
157,000  from  Shanghai.    Local  millers  were  more  seriously  affected  by  the 
'-trouble  in  Tientsin  than  the  importers,  says  the  Consul  General,  as  martial 
law  greatly  restricted  the  activity  of  mills  'ar.d  the  handling  of  wheat  and 
flour.     Local  mill  production  decreased  in  concequence  and  fell  from  210,000 
barrels  in  October  to '79,000  barrels  in  November.     Stocks  of  flour  decreased 
slightly  during  N0vember,  totaling  approximately  400,000  barrels  'at  the  end 
of  the  month.    The  continued  flooding  4fcf  the  local  market  with  low  priced 
flour  milled  in  Shanghai  was  not  favorable  for  forward  business  with  American 
mills  and  it  is  believed  that  no  orders  were  placed  with  American  mills  during 
November. 

Average  wholesale  prices  of  wheat  flour,  ex-warehouse  Tientsin,  packed 
in  bags  of  49  pourds  net,  in  terms  of  United  States  currency  per  barrel  at 
the  end  of  November  were  reported:    American  club  straight,  2.23;  Canadian, 
first  clear  and  Japanese,  $2.74;  Shanghai  milled,  $2.69;  Tientsin  milled, 
f-irst  grade,  $3.22,  second  grade  $3.12,  third  grade,  $3.02.

Futures  prices  of  wheat  at  all  of  the  principal  world  markets  were 
lower  on  December  12  than  a  y/eek  earlier.    At  C&cago,  May  futures  closed 
at  56  cent,-;  on  December  12  as  compared  with  59  cents  a  week,  earlier  and  81 
cents  a  year  ago.    At  Kansas  City,  May  futures  declined  from  52,  to  49  cents 
during  the  week;  at  Minneapolis  from  68  to  65  cents;  at  Winnipeg  from  55  to 
52  cents;  at  Liverpool  from  59  to  58  cents  and  at  Buenos  Aires,  February 
futures  declined  from  44  to  43  cents. 

Cash  prices  of  all  classes  of  wheat,  ev^ept  durum,  declined  at  the 
principal  United  States  markets  during  the  week  ended  December  11.    No.  2 
Hard  Winter  at  Kansas  City  averaged  52.8  cents  for  the  week  ended  December 
11  as  compared  with  53. 6, -cents,  per  bushel  for  the  week  ended  December  4> 
No.  1  Dark  N0rthern  Spring  at  Minneapolis  declined  from  an  average  of  76.8 
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to  72.9  during  the  same  week  and  No.  2  Red  Winter  at  St.  Louis  from  57.8  to  / 
56.5  cents.    Western  white  at  Seattle  a.veragcd  64.7  cents  per  "bushel  for  the 
week  ended  November  27  and  65.8  for  the  week  ended  December  4.    The  .only  ad- 
vance during  the  week  was  recorded  "by  N0.  2  Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis,  which 
averaged  77.5  for  the  week  ended  December  4  and  84  cents  for  the  week  ended 
December  11.      All  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  averaged  61.8  cents  for 
the  week  ended  December  11  which  was  practically  the  same  as  the  average  for 
the  previous  week. 


FEED  GRAINS 
Corn 

The  Spanish  duty  on  corn  has  "been  reduced  from  10  to  7  gold  pesetas 
per  100  kilos  (from  49  to  34  cents  per  bushel)  by  a  decree  of  the  Ministry 
of  National  Economy  dated  November  6,  1931  and  effective  November  8.  The 
reduced  duty  applies  to  shipments  regardless  of  the  source  or  date  of  em- 
barkation.   The  Minister  of  National  Economy  is  also  authorized  to  decree 
alterations  in  the  duties  on  maize  after  consent  of  the  Coimcil  of  Ministers 
and  taking  into  consideration  the  internal  production  and  consumption. 

The  1931  corn  production  in  the  19  countries  reporting  still  stands 
at  3,482,607,000  bushels  or  nearly  24  per  cent  above  the  small  1930  crop. 
See  production  table,  page  995  of  last  week's  issue  of  "Eoreign  Crops  and 
Markets".    Current  statistics  on  the  corn  trade  are  given  on  page:  1048. 

Mill  grindings  of  corn  in  Canada  from  August  1  to  October  31  totaled 
492,000  bushels  compared  with  570,000  "bushels  during  those  months  of  1930. 
Mill  production  of  corn  flour  and  meal  amounted  to  6,606,000  pounds  against 
5,899,000  pounds  last  year. 

Parley 

The  1931    "barley  production  in  36  countries  reported  is  1,171,530,000 
bushels,  the  seme  as  that  reported  last  week  and  represents  a  reduction  of 
more  than  17  per  cent  from  the  crop  in  the  same  countries  of  last  year. 
Eor  more  detailed  production  figures,  see  table  page  995  of  last  week's  issue. 

Mill  grindings  of  barley  in  Canada  during  the  months  August  -  October 
amounted  to  361,000  bushels  compared  with  304,000  bushels  during  those  months 
in  1950.   .Total  farm  stocks  of  winter  barley  in  Germany  on  November  15 
amounted  to  35  per  cent  of  the  total  crop,  or  8,000,000  bushels,  while  spring 
barley  stocks  amounted  to  66  per  cent,  or"  76, 177,000  bushels.     The  stocks 
of  winter  barley  available  for  sale  were  6  per 
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cent  of  the  total  crop,  and  the  spring  "barley  available  for  sale,  42  per 
cent,  making  a  total  of  about  50,000,000  bushels.    It  is  reported  that' 
Germany  has  recently  been  buying  feeding  barley  from  the  U.S.S.E. 

Oats 

With  no  change  in  foreign  oats  production  estimates  from  last  reek 
the  1931  yield  in  the  29  countries  reported  to  date  continues  at  3,181,674,000 
bushels  as  against  3,415,574,000  bushels  produced  in  the  same  countries  last 
year.    See  last  week's  oats  production  table,  page  995. 

Mill  grindings  of  oats  in  Canada  from  August  1  to  October  31  amounted 
to  3,509,000  bushels  compared  with  3,045,000  bushels  during  those  months 
of  1930.    Mill  production  of  oatmeal  and  rolled  oats  totaled  46,287,000 
pounds  compared  -with  40,624,000  pounds  last  year. 

Stocks  of  oats  in  Germany  on  November  15  amounted  to  78  par  cent  of 
the  total  crop  or  333,439,000  bushels,  while  the  stocks  available  for  sale 
were  19  per  cent  of  the  total  crop,  or  31,222,000  bushels.  1 


COTTON 

European  cotton  markets  quiet 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  during  the  second  week  of  December 
was  quietly  maintained  and  prices  on  December  11  were  about  the  same  as  a 
week  earlier.    American  middling  was  quoted  at  7.20  cents  and  GOmra  #1  Tine 
at  6.66  cents  per  pound.     Speculative  interest  was  reported  restricted.  At 
Manchester  the  yarn  and  cloth  market  was  -quiet.    Though  considerable  cloth 
inquiry  for  India  was  noted,  actual  sales  were  limited.    Chinese  purchases 
were  of  fair  volume  following  a.  further  rise  in  silver.    The  Havre  market  tone 
appeared  easy.    The  price  disparity  of  Indian  and  other  cottons  is  said  to 
be  restricting  purchases  of  the  former.    The  Bremen  and  Milan  markets  were 
also  reported  quiet  during  the  week.    See  price  table,  page  1049. 

Chinese  consumption  Amei.-can  cotton  heavy 

Chinese  cotton  mills  were  reported  operating  at  a  good  rate  with 
consumption  of  American  cotton  quite  heavy  due  to  the  unusually  high  pro- 
portion of  it  being  used,  states  a  cable  on  December  14  from  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Dawson  at  Shanghai.    Japanese  mills  curtailed  production  about 
one-third,  but  were  not  expected  to  close  down.    Arrivals  of  foreign  cotton 
have  been  very  heavy  for  this  time  of  year  but  forward  purchases  were  said 
to  be  slackening.    American  cotton  remains  at  a  very  favorable  parity  with

Indian.     Only  small  amounts  of  native  cotton  have  been  marketed  this  year 
because  of  the  decrease  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  per  cent  in  the  crop  below 
last  year,  the  low  prices  of  foreign  cotton  which  lias  resulted  in  less  inter- 
est in  the  domestic  crop,  and  difficulties  of  buyers  in  getting  into  the 
interior.     In  Tsingtao  and  Tientsin,  where  the  crop  exceeds  that  of  last 
year,  large  amounts  of  native  cotton  were  reported  being  received. 

Imports  of  cotton  during  October  totaled  142,15c  bales  of  478  pounds 
with  American  at  111,000  bales  and  Indian  31,158  bales.    Preliminary  figures 
indicate  that  imports  in  the  first  half  of  November  were  about  equal  to  the 
same  period  of  October.    The  demand  for  yarn  is  not  strong  at. the  present 
time  and  stocks  are  accumulating  according  to  Mr.  Dawson,    Japanese  yarn 
stocks  a.re  quite  heavy  hat  they  are  said  to  be  moving  part  of  their  output 
to  Manchuria,  Shantung  and  the  South  Sea  Islands.    Japanese  raw  cotton  stocks 
are  not  heavy  but  Chinese  stocks  are  increasing.     Luring  the  past  month  there 
was  important  business  in  English  piece  goods,  but  recently  the  market  has 
been  dull  with  little  inquiry  for  new  business. 

Quotations  as  of  December  12  were:  Yarn  for  December  delivery, 
36.88  cents  ner  pound;  domestic  cotton,  7.65  cents  per  pound;  American 
middle  grade,  c.i.f .,  December  shipment,  7.47  cents  per  pound. 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AMD  WOOL 

London  wool  sales  less  active 

Lidding  at  the  London  wool  sales  was  not  particularly  keen  during  the 
week  ended  December  11,  and  prices  of  the  previous  week  were  barely  maintained, 
according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign  Service  from  Agricultural  Attache  Eoley. 
Germany  continued  to  be  the  chief  buyer  of  greasy  wools  above  50s,,  but  offered 
very  little  during  the  week.    English  topmakers  and  merchants  were  fairly  activ 
but  very  few  spinners  were  operating.     Sellers  were  ready  to  meet  the  market  in 
most  cases.    Withdrawals  during  the  week  were  about  15  to  20  per  cent  of  the 
offerings . 

Quotations  have  been  fairly  well  maintained  on  the  Bradford  market  dur- 
ing the  past  week,  due  to  the  demand  from  hosiery  manufacturers  and  the  steadi- 
ness in  raw  wool  prices  in  London  and  Australia,  according  to  a  report  from 
Consul  Edwards.    There  was  very  little  new  business  in  yams.    The  worsted  sec- 
tion is  employed  on  medium  quality  materials  for  the  home  trade  but  there  is 
still  a  lack  of  niece  goods  orders  for  export  account. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IK  HOGS  ADD  PORK  a/ 

Outstanding  features  of  the  current  world  hog  and  pork  situation 
are:     (1)  Unusually  large  hog  numbers  in  Europe  and  relatively  snail  num- 
bers in  the  United  States;     (2)  keen  competition  in  the  foreign  markets 
for  American  cured  pork  and  lard;     (3)  prices  of  such  products  among  the 
lowest  on  record,  and  (4)  United  States  exports  smaller  than  at  any  time 
in  the  past  30  years. 

In  most  parts  of  the  .world  where  records  are  available,  hog  numbers 
have  tended  to  advance  fairly  steadily  since  the  Great  War,,  except  in  north 
America.     In  Europe,  South  America,  and  Asia  the  increase  has  brought  total 
numbers  to  slightly  above  the  pre-war  level.    At  present,  however,  there 
are  indications  of  reduced  breeding  stocks  in  the  competitive  European  area, 
and  of  increasingly  unfavorable  relationships  of  feed  prices  to  hog  prices. 
In  both  Europe  and  America,  feed  prices  have  shown  a  tendency  to  advance, 
while  hog  prices  are  weaker,  or  steady  at  low  levels. 

Heavy  production  of  pork  and  lard  in  Europe  continue  to  discourage 
the  exports  of  American  products.     In  cured  pork,  the  large  Danish  output 
is  the  chief  competitive  factor  in  Great  Britain,  the  leading  foreign  mar- 
ket for  American  cured  products.     That  market  continues  to  absorb  good 
quantities  of  American  lard,  but  in  Continental  markets  domestic  production, 

notably  in  Germany,  is  seriously  limiting  the  demand  for  American  lard. 

a/  The  material  presented  herewith  is  designed  to  supplement  the  information 
appearing  in  monthly  releases  under  the  title  "WORLD  HOG  ADD  PORK  PROSPECTS". 
Emphasis  here  is  placed  on  the  side  of  hogs  numbers  and  pork  production  sinse 
the  monthly  statements  cover  in  detail  the  current  market  developments.  The 
statistics  herein  are  arranged  on  a  calendar  or  fiscal  year  basis  to  conform 
with  the  availability  of  most -foreign  trade  figures,  whereas  in  "WORLD  HOG 
AMD  PORK  PROSPECTS"  all  of  the  statistics  are  on  the  basis  of  a  season  begin- 
ning October  1.     In  the  February,  May,  August  and  November  issues,   "WORLD  HOG 
AND  PORK  PROSPECTS",  most  of  the  information  on  hog  numbers  contained  herein 
is  brought  up  to  date  and  developments  in  the  world  hog  markets  during  the 
preceding  quarter  are  summarized.

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Continental  pork  production  outside  Denmark  and  Germany  is  an  in-  ^ 

creasingly  important  competitive  factor  in  British,  cured  pork  markets. 

Netherlands,  Sweden  and  the  Baltic  States  are  shipping  bacon  to  the  United 

Kingdom  in  record  quantities. 

World  hog  numbers 

In  January  1931  hog  numbers  in  the  United  States  reached  the  lowest 
point  since  1926  whereas  in  Europe  the  number  reached  the  highest  level  on 
record.  In  Germany,  Denmark,  the  Netherlands  and  Irish  Free  State  numbers 
v/ere  higher  than  ever  previously  recorded.  In  Great  Britain,  however,  the 
number  was  below  the  1920  level. 

Latest  reports  of  numbers  of  brood  sows  in  important  European  coun- 
tries' show  that  in  the  fall,  of  1951  there  was  a  reduction  of  2  per  cent  in 
Germany  -  10  per  cent  in  so?;s  in  farrow  -  compared  with  the  same  date  of 
1930. '  In  the  Netherlands  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow  have  been  decreasing 
since  the  beginning  of  1931  when  they  wore  unofficially  estimated  a/  at  from 
243,000  to  254,000.     In  March  they  had  been  reduced  to  232,000,  in  June  to 
210,000  and  by  September  1,  1931  to  196,000  according  to  unofficial  estimates. 

There  was  no  reduction  of  brood  sows  in  Denmark  in  July  1951,  but 
rather  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  to  631,000  compared  with  1930.     Reports  from 
9  European  countries  for  the  first  half  of  1931  showed  an  increase  of  12  per 
cent  in  the  number  of  brood  sows  kept,  but  as  stated  above  in  cases  where 
quarterly  estimates  were  available  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  kupt  as 
the  year  progressed.  : 

In    1931  the  number  of  hogs  in  13  _b/  countries  reporting  was  96  million 
an  increase  of  5  per  cent  above  1930  but  6  per  cent  bolow  1928  wh.on  numbers 
were  oven  greater  owing  principally  to  the  large  number  in  the  United.  States 
that  year.     The  average  numbers  in  the  same  countries  for  the  years  1926-1950 
was  1  per  cent  below  the  average  for  the  years  1921-1925.

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Excluding  the  United  States,  liovever,  the  figures  showed  a  17  per  cent  in- 
crease.   Numbers  in  this  country  reached  a  record  level  of  69  million  in 
1923,  fell  to  52  million  in  1926  rose  again  in  1928  to  61  million  and  again 
declined  to  52  million  in  1951.     Based  oh' the  June  pig  survey  indications 
and  on  hog  slaughter  during  recent  months,  numbers  in  the  United  States  are 
now  larger  than  a  year  ago. 

Hog  numbers  in  24  countries  reporting  for  each  period  showed  scarcely 
any  change  in  the  average  for  the  years  1926-193Q  compared  with  1921-1925. 
Increases  in  Europe  during  tne  latter  period  were  offset  by  decreases  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada.    The  estimated  world  total  for  the  same  period, 
which  includes  estimates  for  countries  not  reporting  annually,  shows  a  6'  per 
cent  increase  in  the  average  for  the  years  1926-1930  over  1921-1925  and  a  1 
per  cent  increase  over  1909-1913.     The  increased  production  was  in  Europe, 
South  America,  and  Asia.     See  tables,  pages  1018  to  1021.  ' 

Inspected  slaughter  and  production     .  '  ' 

Due  to  the  heavy  European  production  of  hogs  this  year,  slaughter 
figures  for  the  first  9  or  10  months  of  1931,  including  the  United  States, 
show  an  increase  in  8  a/  countries  of  6  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of 
1930.     In  Denmark  and  the  Netherlands,  slaughter  for  export  has  increased 
22  per  cent  and  17  per  cent  respectively.     In  the  two  most  important  im- 
porting countries,  Great  Britain  and  Germany,  production  increased  10  per 
cent.     In  Germany  the  increase  in  inspected  slaughter  was  '17  per  cent. 
Production  in  the  United  Kingdom,  as  indicated  by  receipts  at  London  Cen- 
tral Markets,   increased  26  per  cent  during  the  first  10  months  of  1931 
over  the  corresponding  period  of  1950.     Receipts  from  England  and  Wales  in- 
creased only  6  per  cent  while  those  from  Irish  Free  Statu  increased  almost 
100  per  cent. 

In  contrast  to  the  heavy  production  in  Europe,  slaughter  in  the 
United  States  for  the  first  10  months  of  1931  was  1  per  cent  under  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year.     However,  owing  to  heavier  weights,  pork 
production  was  about  the  same  as  it  ..as  last  year  for  the  same  period.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  was  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  in  Canada.     There  was 
also  an  increase  in  hogs  killed  for  jx£  ort  in  Australia  from  35,000  in  the 
first  9  months  of  10  30  to  96,000  in  1931.     This  is  a  small  number,  however, 
when  compared  with  the  number  killed  in  other  countries.     Slaughter  for 
production  in  Argentina  and  New  Zealand  was  under  last  year's  totals. 

In  1930,  slaughter  of  hogs  in  14  ~bj  countries  was  approximately  the 
same  as  in  1929.    Exclusive  of  the  United  States,  however,  there  was  an  in- 
crease of  11  per  cent.     See  tables,  pages  1022  to  1025.

Hog  numbers  on  farms  in  the  United  States  are  now  larger  than  last 
yoar  but  are  smaller  than  the  5-year  average.     Feed  supplies  in  the  hog 
producing  States  aru  more  plentiful  and  more  evenlj  distributed  than  last 
year.    For  most  of  the  summer  and  autumn  months  of  1931  both  hog  and  corn 
prices  were  weakening  v.ith  corn  prices  declining  more  than  hog  prices.  In 
1  ovembur,  however Chicago  hog  prices  averaged  46  per  cent  below  November 
1930 j  with  corn  down  only  40  p jv  cent.    Hog  slaughter  during  the  calendar 
year  1931  was  the- smallest  in  4: years',  apparently  marking  the  end  of  a 
cycle  in  market  supplies  which  began  with  1927  and  reached'  'its'  peak  in  1929. 
The  first' evidence  of  expansion  in  American  hog  production  since'  1927  was 
'  revealed  by  the  1931  June  pig  survey* 

"Hog  numbers  (in  the  United  States)  have  been  decreasing  since  1928", 
according  to  "The  1931-32  LOG  OUTLOOK"  released  September  14,  1931  by  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     "Between  January  1  of  that  year  and  Jan- 
uary 1,  1951,  numbers  decreased  8,294,000  head  or  15.7  per  cent.     Of  this 
reduction,  4,525,000  head  or  54.6  per  cent  occurred  in  areas  outside  of  the 
Corn  Belt.     The  decrease  in  the  Corn  Belt  amounted  to  3,769,000  head,  but 
more  than  three-fourths  of  the  reduction  in  this  area  occurred  in  the  five 
States  east  qf  the  Mississippi  .River.     The  tendency  Lo  expand  hog  production 
in  the  Western  Corn  Belt  Status  has  bo-en  very  marked  since  the  World  War, 
and  on  January  1,  1931  this  group  of  States  had  56.4  per  cent  of  the • total 
hogs  in  the  country,  whereas  in  1920  they  had  only  36.6  pur  cent  of  the 
total.  .  ■  •  • 

"Lot;  prices  of  food  and  indications  of  a  much  larger  corn  crop  than 
that  of  last  year  along  with  a  restricted  credit  supply  available  for  ex- 
panding cattle  and  sheep  feeding  operations  are  the  principal  factors  which 
have  caused  hog  producers  to  make  plans  for  expanding  hog  production  this 
year.    The  hog  situation  so  far  in  1931  has  been  simile r  in  many  respects 
to  that  of  1921:.     At  that  time  business  activity  "was  at  an  unusually  low 
level,  and  the  domestic  demand  for  pork  products  had  been  greatly  reduced. 
Although  hog  prices  wore  low,  corn  prices  wore  relatively  lower  and  the  corn 
•hog  ratio  was  favors  bio  for  hog-feeding". 

The  June  survey  indicated  an  increase  of  2.5  p^r  cent  in  the  1931 
spring  pig  crop  and  ?  prospective  increase  in  the  number  of  sows  to  farrow 
in  the  fall  of  1951.     If  the  fall  pig  crop  increased  as  much  as  the  June  sur- 
vey indicated  from  breeding  intentions,  it  would  be  the  largest  increase 
•since  the  fall  of  1922.     Inspected  slaughter  of  hogs  during  the  first  11 
months  of  1931  was  about  the  same  as  that  of  the  corresponding  1950  period, 
and  11.3  per  cent  less  than  in  the  1929  period.    Hogs  avuraged  somewhat 
.•heavier  in  1931  than  in  1930.

Increased  pork  production  and  reduced  consumer  purchasing  power  in  Eu- 
rope have  been  important  factors  in  cutting  down  the  export  movement  of 
American  pork  products .    See  tables,  pages  1029  to  1031.    During  the  year 
0  ended  June  30,   1931,   all  countries  except  the  United  Kingdom  took  less 

American  lard  than  in  the  preceding  year.     Total  exports  were  25.5  per  cent 
tinder  the  1929-30  level  and  were  considerably  under  the  average  of  recent 
years.     In  more  recent  months  of  1931,  the  decline • below  last  year  has  been 
even. more  marked,  especially  in  exports  of  lard  to  Germany... 

In  cured  pork  exports,  the  1930-31  declines  have  been  more  drastic 
than  in  lard,  all  countries  taking  materially  smaller  quantities,  including 
tne  United  Kingdom,   the  leading  importer  of  American  pork  products.  Bacon 
exports  for  the  12  months  ended  June  30,  1931  were;  60.9  per  cent  smaller 
than  last  year;  hams  and  shoulders  were  down  23.0  per  cent;  pickled  pork 
dropped  40.7  per  cent  and  fresh  pork  exports  were  down  42.1  per  cent.  Of 
the  four  meat  items  cited,  fresh  pork  was  the  only  one  wherein  1930-31 
exports  exceeded  those  of .1912-13,  a  representative  pre-war  year.  Materially 
larger  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  are  the  leading  cause  of  the  post-war 
increase.  ...

Denmark 


The  number  of  hogs  in  Denmark  in  July  1931  was  the  largest  on  record 
reaching  5,435,000  according  to  the  revised  estimate  an  increase  of  12  per 
cent  over  1930.    There  has  been  an  upward  trend  in  hog  numbers  since  1928. 
The  previous  high  level  was  reached  in  192?  when  3, 731, 000  were  reported. 
Brood  sows  numbered  631,000  in  1931,  an  increase  of  9  per  cent  over  1930. 
Of  .the  above  number  437,000  ^ere  reported  \n  farrow  in  1931  compared  with 
390,000  in  1930,  310,000  in  1929  and  an  average  of  243,000  for  the  5  years 
preceding  1929 . 

Danish  pork  production  and  export  has  reached  record  proportions  so 
far  for  the  year  1931..  The  number  of  hogs  slaughtered  during  the  first  10 
months  of  the  year  is  estimated  at  approximately  6  million,  an  increase  of 
22  per  cent  over  last  year  for.  the  same  period.     Slaughterings  already  this 
year  ;?.ave  exceeded  those  of  the  entire  year    1927,  the  previous  record  year. 


Exports  of  bacon  for  this  year  up  to  November  6,  1931  reached  686 
million  pounds,  an  increase  of  23  per  cent  over  the  same  period -of  1930. 
Of  this  amount  679  million  pounds  went  to  England  compared  with  558  million 
pounds  in  1930.    This  year  exports  to  Germany  increased  to  42^.000  pounds 
compared  with  only  4,000  pounds  in  1930.    For  the  year  1930  Denmark  exported 
675  million  pounds  of  bacon,  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  over  1929.  During 
the  5  years  preceding  exports  averaged  483  million  pounds.    Fresh  pork  ex- 
ports for  the  year  1930  amounted  to  24,681,000  pounds,  an  increase  of  15 
per  cent  over  1928  and  1929.     In  1927  fresh  pork  exports  reached  29  million 
pounds  and  in  1923,  30  million  pounds.    The  fresh  pork  as  well  as  live  hogs 
go  principally  to  Germany.     In  1930  the  export  of  live  hogs  reached  62,000. 
compared  with  51,000  in  1929  and  an  average  of  42,000  for  the  years  1926-1930,

Netherlands 

Hog  numbers  -fere  unofficially  estimated  to  have  reached  2,500,000 
on  September  1,  1931  by  Commercial  Attache  .  Van  7ickel.     In  June  1931  the 
number  was  estimated  at  2,434,000  compared  with  the  census  of  2,018,000 
in  June  1930.     Of  the  2,500,000  on  September  1,   1,278,000  consisted  of 
hogs  up  to  132  pounds.     The  number  of  that  type  in  June  1931  was  1,250,000 
compared  with  940,000  in  June  1930.     Sows  in  farrow 'in  June  1931,  however, 
were  estimated  at  only  210,000  compared  with  242,000  in  June  1930.  A 
further  decrease  to  196,000  was  reported  in  September.     These  estimates 
are  all  based  on  percentage  changes,  taking  June  1930  as  a  base,  as  re- 
leased by  the  Netherlands  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  forwarded  by  Agri- 
cultural Attache  Christy  and  Commercial  Attache  Van  Nickel. 

The  number  of  hogs  inspected  for  slaughter  and  export  in  the 
Netherlands  during  the  first  9  months  of  1931  was  568,000,  an  increase 
of  34  per  cent  above  the  same  period  of  1930,  which  points  to  heavier 
pork  production  in  1931  than  in  the  preceding  year.     Total  slaughter  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  year  was  estimated  at  1,508,000  compared  with 
1,075,000  in  the  same  period  of  1930.     The  increase  at  abattoirs  and  on 
farms  exclusive  of  the  quantity  for  export  during  this  period  was  44 
per  cent. 

Exports  of  cured  pork  during  the.  first  8  months  of  the  year  reached 
109,000,000  pounds  or  43  per  cent  over  1930  for  the  corresponding  beriod. 
Of  this  amount,  80  per  cent  went  to  England  and  15  per  cent  to  Germany. 
Fresh  pork  exports,  principally  to  France,  increased  46  per  cent  to 
27,890,000  pounds.     There  was  also  an  increase  of  almost  80  per  cent  in 
lard  exports  to  39,491,000  pound's...

United  Kin gdom 

The  tendency  toward  increased  domestic  British  pork  supplies,  in- 
cluding receipts  from  the  Irish  Free  Str.te,  is  supported  by  an  ndv? .nco  of 
20.2  per  cent  in  the  June  1931  c  >nsus  of  English  hogs  over  figures  of  a 
year  earlier,  and  an  incrc- so  of  16.0  per  cent  in  Irish  hog  numbers.  The 
English  figures  ■■  re  above  tho  average  for  the  years  1926-1930,  although 
smaller  than  those  of  1923.     In  Irdlrnd,  however,  hog  numbers  are  larger 
than  in  any  of  the  last  4  years  and  also  above  the  average-  cited.  For 
most  months  of  1931,  British  market  receipts  of  frt  hogs  have  been  larger 
than  for  the  corresponding  months  of  1930.    Receipts  of  fresh .British  and 
Irish  pork  at  London  Central  Markets  for  the  first  11  months  of  1931  were 
larger  than  the  12-month  receipts '  of  1930  and  1929.     In  1927*  and  1928  such, 
receipts  were  the  heaviest  of  the  post-v;ar'  yerrs.     It  should  be  noted  that 
most  of  the  current  increased  perk  production  is  destined  to  be  marketed  • 
fresh.     Domestic  cured  pork  is  not  yet  ih  a  position  to  secure  an  extensive 
share  of  the  market  no./  commanded  by  imported  cured  pork,  notably  Danish. 

Record  supplies  of  continent* 1  cured  pork  continue  to  reach  British 
markets.     Total  receipts  of  bacon  so  far  in  1931  are  more  than  25  per  cent 
larger  than  in  the  same  period  of  1930,  with, imports  from  Denmark  alone 
exceeding  last  year's  figures  by  over  27  per  cent.     The  increased  receipts 
from  other  continental  countries  ere  reflected  in  1931  increases  of  better 
than  31  per  cent  and  13  per  cent  for  Netherlr  nds  and  Sweden  respectively. 
Increased  receipts  from  other  continental  countries  also  are  reported, 
notably  Poland  and  Latvia,  although  monthly  official  returns  do  not  give 
the  details.     Some  of  the  1951  increases,  especially  for  Denmark  and  Sweden, 
were  visible  in  1950,  alien  total  bacon  imports  wore  considerably  Larger  than 
in  former  years.     Bacon  receipts  from  the  United  Strtes  declined  in  1950 
and  fell  more  sharply  in  1951.     British  imports  of  Americrn  ham  r lso  declined 
in  1950  and  available  1951  figures  indicate  a  docr~r  so  in  thr  t  item  of  around 
50  per  cent  beloa  corresponding  1951  entries.     See  table,  page  1042.  Despite 
the  considerably  larger  imports,  there  had  been  no  abnormally  large  accumula- 
tion of  stocks. 

The  current  price  decline  in  cured  pork. on  British  markets,  as  reflected 
in  Liverpool  quotations  on  Danish  Wiltshire  sides,  became  mrrked'  in  May  1950. 
Since  then,  the  trend,  aith  brief  interruptions,  has  been  gener-Hy  downward 
as  continent- 1  b'  eon  supplies  became  heavier.     Before  tho  British  suspension  . 
of  gold  payment's  on  September  26,  1931,  dollrr  quotf  tiens.  wore  a  fair  index,  of 
sterling  value s .    Since  September,  while  sterling  prices  also  have  'declined,  . 
dollar  prices  have  sometimes  moved  downward  .when  .sterling  prices  rallied,  owing 
to  fluctuations  in  exchange.    Thus,  during  the  first  -week  of  December,  sterling 
prices  were  somewhat  -stronger,  tut  exchange  conditions  placed  Danish  Wilt shires 
at  an  average  of  $7.89.  per  100  pounds,  among,  the  lowest  quotations  for  that 
lino  on  record  and  the  lowest  for  the  post-war  period.     Quotations  on '.American  , 
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products  resisted  the  downward  trend  of  the  past  2  years  somewhat  "better  than 
did  continental  lines,  until  the  suspension  of  gold  payments.     The  generally 
light  supplies  of  American  "bacon  were  a  sustaining  factor  for  that  line.  In 
hams,  the  limited  supplies  and  lack  of  direct  competition  kept  prices  from 
falling  as  fast  as  in  bacon, 


The  1931  advance  in  British  lard  imports  places  the  1931  total  to 
date  more  than  12  per  cent  ahead  of  the  corresponding  1930  period.     The  1931 
advance'  in  imports  of  American  lard  alone  amounted  to  over  5  per 
cent.     Supplies  of  continental  lard  have  been  larger  than  usual  this 
year,  but  receipts  from  the  United  States  still  account  for  better  than 
81  per  cent  of  the  total  imported.     In  1930,  total  lard  imports  were  4.4 
per  cent  below  the  unusually  heavy  1929  imports.    Receipts  from  the  United 
States  in  1930  represented  86.8  per  cent  in  1930  as  against  86.3  per  cent 
in  1929. 

In  lard,  the  current  downward  price  movement  at  Liverpool  became 
sharply  defined  in  November  1930.     In  December  1930,  lard  prices  went  below 
those  of  the  preceding  year  and  have  tended  downward  throughout  1931.  The 
average  of  $7.40  oer  100  pounds  for  American  prime  steam  western  lard  for 
the  first  week  of  December  was  an  unusually  low  figure,  being  well  under 
any  price  of  the  past  18  years.    As  in  .cured  pork,  however,  existing-  exchange 
conditions  have  influenced  the  dollar  quotations  adversely.    For  the  past 
two  months,  sterling  quotations  were  fairly  strong  except  in  the  latter 
half  of  November.,    The  November  dollar  average  of  $8.21  represented  a  drop 
of  12,3  per  cent  below  that  of  the  preceding  month  and  was  34.1  per  cent 
below  the  November  1930  average.

On  September  1,  1951  hog  numbers  in  Germany  reached  the  highest 
figure  on  record  passing  the  25,000,000  mark  which  vas  an  increase  of  8 
per  cent  over  the  same  date  of  1930.     The  total  number  of  so'.;s  in  farrow, 
however,  showed  a  reduction  of  10  per'  cent  compared  with  the  same  time 
last  year.     In  January  1930,  the  price  .of  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  averaged 
$17.53  per  100  pounds.     By  November  1931,  that  average  was  down  to  $8.94. 
In  the  intervening  months  most  of  the  usual  seasonal  price  movements 
were  obtained,  but  the  November  1951  decline  was  considerably  more  than 
seasonal.     Since  February  1930  the  average  for  each  succeeding  month  has 
been  below  the  average  for  the  corresponding  month  of  the  preceding  year. 

An  estimate  of  total  inspected  slaughter  for  the  year  1951,  based 
on  the  increase  in  the  first  9  months  over  the  corresponding  period  of 

1930,  places  the  number  killed  at  20,931,000,  an  increase  of  17  per  cent 
over  1930  and  8  per  cent  above  the  previous  record  year  1928.  Inspected 
production  of  jork  for  the  first  9  months  of  the  year  1931,  however,  shows 
that  production  for  that  period  exceeded  last  year's  output  by  only  9  per 
cent  due  to  the  lighter  weight  of  hogs  this  year,   i.e.  189  pounds  compared 
with  201  pounds'  in  1930. 

Notwithstanding  the  increased  pork  production  in  Germany  in  1931  im- 
ports of  hog  and  hog  products  for  the  first  9  months  of  the  year  amounted 
to  184  million  pounds  or  less  than  1  per  cent  below  last  year's  receipts. 
The  increase  was  mostly  in  fresh  pork  and  bacon,   imports  of  fresh  pork 
totaling  52  million  pounds  or  57  per  cent  above  the  same  period  of  1950 
and  bacon  imports  totaling  21  million  pounds  or  about  twice  as  much.  lard 
imports  amounted  to  123  million  pounds  for  the  same  period  of  1951,  a  de- 
crease of  11  per  cent  below  last  year's  aggregate  for  this  period. 

Although  imports  of  pork  and  pork  products  into  Germany  from  all 
sources  were  approximately  as  heavy  as  they  were  last  year,  arrivals  from 
the  United  Status  fell  off  26  per  cunt  owing  chiefly  to  a  decrease  in  lard 
imports  which  constitute  the  bulk-  of  Germany's  imports  of  pork  and  pork  pro- 
ducts from  this  country  which  for  the  5  years  1925-1929  averaged  55  p«r  cent 
of  Germany's  total  imports  of  pork  and  pork  products. 

The  trend  in  German  lard  imports,  the  bulk  of  which  come  from  the 
United  States  has  been  downward  .since  1924,  with  the  exception  of  1929.  Im- 
ports from  the  United  States  have  shown  a  decrease  each  y'arj  'with 'the -ex- 
ception of  1926  and  1929 ' declining  from  248  million  pounds  in' 1924  to  140 
million  pounds  in  1950  whereas  imports  from  Denmark  have  increased ' from  18 
million  pounds  in  1925  to  33  million  pounds  in  1930.     Figures  provided' by 
the  American  Consulate  at  Hamburg  indicate  that  Denmark' assumed  an' even  mere 
important  position  in  the  diminishing  German  import  trade  in  lard  during 

1931.  Indications  ore  that,  despite  the  low  prices  at  which  American  lard 
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i^being  offered  in  Germany,  the  Danish  product  is  selling  at  competitive 
prices.    Since  December  1950,  the  Hamburg  monthly  average  price  of  lard  has 
been  under  the  levels  of  a  year  earlier.    The  1931  monthly  averages  fluctuated 
between  $10.00  and  Sll.lO'per  100  pounds  until  Hovember,  when  a  new  low  level 
of  :-:9.54  was  registered.     In  1930  German  bacon  imports  amounted  to  only 
18  million  pounds,  5  million  of  which  came  from  the  United  States  and  11 ' 
million  from  the  Netherlands*     In  1923,  of  the  83  million  pounds  of  bacon 
imported,  79  million  pounds  came  from  the  United  States.

In  193Q  there  was  :a  severe  decline  in  the  number  of  livestock  in 
U.S.S.R.  due  to  the  "Wholesale  slaughter  of  animals  ty  the  peasants,  who 
were  dragooned  into  the  collective  farms  during  the  winter  and  early  spring 
of  that  year.    Hogs  suffered  an  especially  large  reduction  in..  1930,  es- 
timated at  56  per  cent,  following  a  decline  of  22  per  cent  in  1929  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.     See  table,  page  1019.    Largely  in  order  to  offset 
this  unfavorable  development,  the  Soviet  government  undertook  the  organiza- 
tion of  large  state  livestock  farms,  similar  to  the  state-  grain-. farms,.,  and 
also  of  special  collective  livestock  farms.     In  th-  summer  of  1931,  there 
were  452  state  hog  farms  united  into  a  special  trust,   "Svinovod" ,  with  a 
herd  of  593,000  hogs  of  which  278,000  were:  sows,  according  to",  an- article 
in  "Socialist  Reconstruction  of  Agriculture",  No.  8,  1930.     There  were  also 
10,000  collective  hog  farms'  with  a  total  herd  of  665,000  hogs  of  which 
245,000  were  sows .     Imported  pedigree  stock  is  concentrated  en  state  farms 
where  an  effort  is  made  to  improve  native  breeds.'   

Many  defects  are  recorded  by  the  "Soviet  Press  in  the  organization 
and  functioning  of  the  rap idly- growing  livestock  farms.  *  Considerable 
difficulties  have  been  experienced  with  the  construction  'of  new  'buildings 
which  have  to  be  rapidly  erected  in  the  free  of  a  shortage  of  building 
materials.     There  is  also  an  acute  shortage  of  skilled  labor  and  directing 
and  technical  personnel.    As  a  result  of  a  lack  of  proper  'care'  and  housing 
the  death  rate  among  the  young  stock  was  very  heavy.     On  some  state  farms 
more  than  50  per  cent  of  the  issue  died  last  year. 

Efforts  are  made  by  the  Soviet  authorities  to  increase  the.  herds 
of  these  farms.     They  have  the  first  claim  on  the  livestock  procured  by 
the  procuring  organizations.     The  slaughter  of  young  animals  is  prohibited. 
A  campaign  has  been  inaugurated  for  the  general  collective  farms  to  contract 
for  the  raising  of  a  corta  in  number  of  'animals  for  the  state  livestock  farms. 
The  plan  called  for  the  raising  by  1932  of  2,030,000  hogs  on  200,000  general 
collective  farms  but  the  contracting  campaign  apparently  did  net  make  much 
headway,  recording  to  "Socialist  Agriculture*'  of  November  25,  1931  ► 

While  the  supplying  of  state  farms  with  new  grown  stock  is  proceeding 
in  general  fairly  well,  the  situation  is  considerably  less  satisfactory  cs 
regards  the  supply  of- young  auim? Is,  according  to  ru  editorial  in  "Socialist 
Agriculture"  of  November  17,  1931. 

To  improve  the  efficiency  and  morale  of  labor  on  those  farms,  which 
is  in  many  casos  very  low,  the  Soviet  government  is  trying  to  introduce  a 
system  of  payment  by  results  and  also  to  do  away  with  the  frequent  changes 
in  tasks  and  duties.    Rather,   it  is  aimed  to  fix  the  responsibility  of  in- 
dividual workers  for  the  care  of  certain  animals.    A  wide  program  of  training 
"workers  by  means  of  special  short  courses  is  also  planned  by  the  Commissariat 
of  Agriculture  of  U.S.S.R.
